I.  Program Description:
The Center of Higher Learning (CHL) is an academic consortium that provides a central location to serve the
educational needs of all Stennis Space Center employees as well as the business people and residents of the
surrounding communities.  Graduate programs are offered through a collaborative arrangement with the University of
Southern Mississippi, Mississippi State University, the University of New Orleans and Pearl River Community
College; the considerable on-site faculty research further cultivates the far-reaching educational opportunities. Research
activity focuses on programs that complement the major scientific and education programs at the Stennis Space Center.
The Center for Higher Learning also acts as a catalyst to develop innovative programs between the varying agencies of
the State of Mississippi and the Stennis Space Center.
